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\PEACH-APRICOT 
BUDDING TRIED 


University Pomologists Making 


Experiments On Riverside 
Tracts—Work Undertaken to 
Overcome Nematode 





In the hope that a new method 


may make successful the union of! 
peach on apricot trees, the pomol-} 


ogy division of the college of agri- 
culture has plaated two blocks of 
peaches on the University of Cali- 
jfornia farm at Riverside. The 
planting includes all varieties of 


peaches. 


The union of the peach on the 
apricot is much desired, for so far 
as is known, the apricot root is the 
only one that successfully resists 
the nematode. Up to this time, 
however, there has been little suc- 
cess in budding peaches on apri- 
cots. By a new practice it is hop- 
ed by the pomology division that 
better results may be secured. 

One of the blocks planted at Riv- 
erside is in soil infested by the 
nematode, and the other is free 
of infection. 

The work is being undertaken 
principally because of nematode 
difficulties in the peach districts 
of the San Joaquin valley, but 
trouble has been experienced else- 
where along this line. 

A planting of all species of trees 
also is being made in infested soil 
at the citrus experiment station 
at Riverside, to determine the re- 
sistance of various roots to the 
attack of the nematode.
